exist. Relief parties are unable to 
penerate further than the edge of t'ne 
storm area except on foot. 


All communication lines are down 


to Garden and Hampton, Tenn., which 
appeared to be in the storm area.

ed him, went directly to his bank, the 
Central Trust Co. of Illinois, and set 
about his regular work. 


But if the welcomers had been con- 


fused over the arrival of the general's 
train, tho nominee himself was not. it 
seemed, a bit amused, not one whit 
disappointed and smiled over it and 
kept smiling. 


What the welcome lacked in noise 


and enthusiasm at the railroad sta- 
tion was amply compensated for at 
the general's bonk where thousands 
of persons gathered 
in the streets, 


packing them from curb to curb and 
shouting and cheering and hand clap- 
ping with such vigor that the echoes 
rolled and echoed down the sky scrap^ 
er lined streets of the financial dis- 
trict. 


Smiling broadly as his bank em- 


ployes and the thousands of citizens 
acclaimed him, the general declined 
to talk of his nomination • and fol- 
lowed by as many of the throng as 
could force themselves Into the bank 
lobby, he retired to his private offlce 
and with pipe In hand began opening 
his mall and telegrams piled high 
over his desk and the day's work was 
begun. 


On the desk is a big white elephant 


emblematic of the Republican party.

body. Throat coughing is familiar to regular church 
goers. Possibly half a dozen* of our constant read- 
ers now know that there is such a thing as cor 
coughing. Today we will consider nose coughing. 
Xo scoffing, that's precisely what I mean. 


Youngsters with coryza, that is, an acute inflam- 


mation of tho lining of tho nose, usually do more or 
less coughing, particularly at night after they have 
gone, to bed. That Is noso coughing:, of a kind. Of 
rourso It is perfectly physiological coughing. the» 
*ough» being a quick, forcible expiratory effort to 
expel the mucus or other secretion which runs back 
Into tho throat from tho nose. ..Then there is a 
more chronic form of cough, that Is, a cough which 
keeps up for -weeks and months.' most noticeable in 
tho night, in children who have adenoids or chronic 
rhinitis (one of tho disease conditions which the lay- 
man, and tho quack doctors dub "catarrh") 
and 


this is a genuine nose cough, produced by excita- 
tion of branches of the great pneumogastrlc nerve 
which nerve supplies the bronchial tubes and lungs.

So many 
of us, when young, have mildly active tuberculosis 
and recover without having had the condition diag- 
nosed.

young persons nose cough Is a common occurrence 
and the usual home treatment for cough Is not only 
futile but often harmful In the conditions respon- 
sible for such cough.

CARE OF THE BREASTS 


If tho mother has the right care 


during pregnancy and the breasts 
and nipples have received proper at- 
tention, i tho nursing period will be 
chorn of much possible discomfort. The 
object in the car of th« nipples dur- 
ing pregnancy is to draw them out 
so as to be easily grasped by tne 
baby. During the nursing period the 
nipples must be kept aa clean and as 
soft and flexible aa possible to pr» 
vent cracking.

ed off before and after each nursing 
with clean boiled water, and dnod. Be- 
tween nursings the nipple should be 
covered with a. clean, freshly ironed 
cloth, a piece of sterile gauze, or 
sterile cotton.

The binder should be 
placed around £he "body wlta^ the 
ends In front. The breasts should be 
drawn upward, the cotton placed out. 
side of the breasts, the-ends of the 
binder lapped and the binder pinned 
snugly ^down the front with safety 
pins. The-fullness of the binder be- 
low the breasts should be taken up 
by making darts on both sides with 
safety pins.

At Twelve 


That Age Is Early Enough for 


the Beginner, Says Con- 


cert Expert

About one out of every 400 train 


ed musicians ever gets to tho point 
where ho has an opportunity to be 
hoard by the big symphony directors 
and concert masters. 


Mrs. William Cowan, who hears an 


the artists selected for public 'appear- 
ance by New York's leading sympho- 
nies and stadium concerts, and is a 
pianist of high standing here In 
Europe, says the fault lies in early 
training. 


"The mothers," she says, are eager 


to begin tho child's musical educa- 
tion too soon, and cut the general ed- 
ucation too short. 


"Tho early training for every child, 


whether ho is to study piano, violta 
or voice, should be an education 
musicianship, rather than an attempt 
at technique' and facility with tho 
instrument. 


Sho does not believe in young: child- 


ren being put on the piano for hours 
of tedious > practice before they have 
some musical background. 


"One 
of the most important things 


a,mother may do for her child Is to 
acquaint him with the^olk songs, 
which are really the basis of our 
music, and encourage him to dance 
and to feel the rhythm of his body," 
she explains. 


"Later he should learn to recog- 


nize the waltz, echottlche and va- 
rious dance music by ltd tempo. If 
a mother can teach her child the 
various bird-calls she is helping him 
with the ear training that Is so nee 
cessary. 
"From these fundamentals a. chile 


soon learns to recognize chords, anc 
can then create his own melodies an^ 
even learn to write them properly.' 


All this Is a form of ear training 


which sho says Is most invaluable 
because when a child's ear Is train 
ed to catch his own mistakes he'haa 
some Idea of what he 13 working to- 
ward. 
If a child shows considerable abll' 


Ity. of course he may begin earlier 
but sho believes 12 years Is anout 
tho right time to start a child at 
tho piano or violin, but tho educa- 
tion In musicianship might be begun 
at three. 
"The most common mistake." she 


says. "Is that of allowing a child 
to quit regular school to devote all 
his time "to music. Nothing ham- 
pers a musician more than lad: of 
general education and tho develop 
ment of an all-around personalltv nnf.
